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ntroductory. 


In issuing this, our first descriptive pamphlet, we take the oppo.tunity to thank our 
friends, and the milling public, for the liberal patronage extended to us during the eight 
years we have been in business, in which time we have sold over 6,500 of the Smut and 
Separating Machines known as the ‘ Eureka,” a sale unprecedented in this class of 
machinery. From our long experience in the business, and the intimate knowledge we have 
of the wants of Millers in the different sections of the country, where different kinds of 
wheat are raised, requiring in some respects differently constructed machines in order to 
to clean it thoroughly and economically, believe that we are better prepared to suit all 
classes of mills than any establishment in the world, the reasons for which, in addition to 
that above stated, we will briefly state. 


First—We make a specialty of building Smut and Separating Machines, having all of 
our machinery constructed for that purpose, employing the best mechanics, the most of which 
now in our employ have been with us for over six years, and in consequence thoroughly un- 
derstand the part of the work they are called upon to perform, under the superintendence of 
competent foremen, in their respective departments, and the whole closely watched hy mem- 
bers of our firm, who are practical millrights and mechanics, and, taking all together, it 
would be almost an impossible contingency to construct an imperfect machine. 

Srconp—We build a greater variety of machines, as regards capacity and adaptation 
to all classes of mills, than is built by any other establishment. While we build a machine 
with a capacity of 10 to 15 bushels per hour, adapted {o the smallest custom mills, occupying 
but little space and requiring but littlé power, yet doing its work thoroughly and efficiently, 
and constituting a complete cleaner in itself, we also build machines equally well adapted 
to mills that require machines with any capacity up to 200 bushels per hour, and each kind 
built with proportionate size and strength to the increased work they are called upon to per- 
form. 

Tinkp—We -haye in our employ competent ‘men that travel for us in all sections of 
the country,’ thereby becoming acquainted with the various kinds of wheat raised in the 
different sections, and by this means we are enabled to build and adapt machines to the 
different locations, besides being in a position to rectify. any mistakes that may be made in 
putting up“machines, and in consequence do their work imperfectly. We might state other 
reasons for the belief heretofore expressed, ‘but think what we have stated sufficient to justify 
us in making the assertion. ‘i 

In concluding this article we beg leave to assure our customers and the rest of the 
milling public that we shall, as heretofore, take the lead in the manufacture of Wheat Clean- 
ing Machines, and any improvements that may be suggested to us by constant study and 
careful observation, or otherwise, will at once be adopted, regardless of expense, and hope, 
hy strict attention to business, and prompt and honorable dealing with all, to merit the con- 
tinued patronage and approval of all our customers, as well as the patronage of those in 
want of the most important machinery in a Grist or Flouring Mill, viz: simple, durable and 
thoroughly effective Wheat Cleaning Machines.

DIRECTIONS. 


As the Eureka is now so well known, we have thought that a minute 
general description of it would be unnecessary, inasmuch as we shall occupy 
a page in this pamphlet in describing each size of machine built by us, and 
the purposes for which they are intended, their size, capacity, &c. We 
would say, however, that we have very materially improved it both as to 
strength and durability, and also in the perfection with which it does the 
important work of thoroughly and efficiently scouring and cleaning grain 


with the least possible waste, an important consideration to millers. 


We have thought that a few plain and simple directions to those about 
to order machines would not be inappropriate: First, decide the size or 
number of machine wanted, and in deciding this, it will be well to 
remember that our machines will do all we claim™for them. If a machine 
is wanted to clean twenty-five bushels per hour, a No. 1 machine, run to 
the motion designed for it, will do it much better than a No. 2, and either 
size machine run to the motion and fed to the full capacity will do much 
better work than if run at a less motion and with less feed. Some have 
thought that if a No. 3 machine, for instance, will clean one hundred bushels 
per hour well, that it will clean sixty bushels better. This is a mistake. 
The descriptions of machines given in the following pages, if strictly fol- 
lowed, will be a sure guide in determining the size of machine wanted. 
Second, state plainly the name of parties, his or their Post Office address, 


County and State, and the R. R. Station where to be shipped, with or with- 


out shoe, and whether to run with or against the sun. If these directions 


are followed, much valuable time will be saved, as we frequently find it 
necessary to write to parties for information that will enable us to ship 


understandingly. 


WARRANTY. 


We warrant all our machines to be built of the very best material 
and perfect in all their parts, and any defect in the material or construc- 
tion will be made good to the purchaser without charge; and further, we 
warrant all our machines to give entire satisfaction, when put up and run 


according to directions attached to all machines. 


TERMS. 


When the cash is remitted with the order, or within thirty days from 
date of shipment, a discount of five per cent. will be allowed, or list price 
at the end of ninety days. If longer time is required, approved notes on 
interest after ninety days from date of shipment, payable at the nearest

The capacity of this machine is ten to fifteen bushels per hour, and as it 
has two goo separators attached, one before and one after the scourer, and 
with the shoe’attached, is a complete cleaner of itself for a small custom mill, 
and does its work as perfectly as the larger sizes. We should strongly recom- 
mend the shoe in all cases for this size machine as with our improved double 
screen ; nothing so effective and cheap as a substitute can be used. It works 
well on buckwheat, and a screen for this purpose is always sent free of 
charge. The machine can be built to drive from the bottom or top, but in 
all cases from the bottom unless expressly ordered otherwise. Motion, 700 
revolutions per minute. Standard size pulley 6 inches, 4% inches face, but 
any larger size can be substituted by giving notice. We never use a smaller 
size pulley than 6 inches. In ordering, state whether the shoe is to be at- 
tached, and whether to run with or against sun.

The capacity of this machine is twenty to thirty bushel per hour, and like 
the No. 0 machine has two good separators, and with the shoe attached, is a 
complete cleaner of itself for the capacity stated above. We cannot too 
strongly recommend the! shoe for this size machine, as it will in no other way 
prove so satisfactory ; and also recommend it as the standard machine for a 
custom or grist mill. Besides being 'a reliable and effective wheat cleaner, 
also works splendidly on buckwheat, and for this purpose we always send a 
buckwheat screen with all No. 1 machines without charge. This machine can 
be built to drive from bottom or top, but in no case from the top unless 
expressly ordered. Motion, 7oo revolutions per minute. Standard size pulley

The capacity of this machine is forty to sixty bushels per hour, and like 
the No. 0 and 1, has two separators, one before and one after the scourer. 
We should advise all persons ordering this size machine to have the shoe 
attached, even where a rolling screen or separator with screens is used; as no 
miller, who wishes to clean his wheat perfectly, and be rid of all foreign sub- 
stances, and have pure, clean wheat, when it comes to the hopper to be 
ground, can afford to be without it. We do not send the coarse or buckwheat 
screen with this machine unless expressly ordered. This machine can be 
driven from the bottom or top, but in no case from the top unless expressly 
ordered. Motion, 625 revolutions per minute. Standard size pulley to 
inches, 5% inches face, phe any other size larger than 8 inches can he substi- 
ited if desired.

The capacity of this machine is one hundred to one hundred and twenty-five 
bushels per hour, and like the other smaller sizes has two good separators. We do 
not in all cases advise the shoe for this size machine. When parties, requiring a 
No. 3, are deficient in other separators and cleaners, the shoe may he used with 
advantage. This size machine with shoe, can be used in elevators for cleaning 
very smutty, foul wheat, and if desired for that purpose, can build such machines 
so as to get the full benefit of the shoe and both separators without the grain being 
run through the scourer, where, from the character of the grain, it is not necessary 
to be scoured. ‘This size machine can also be built to drive from bottom or top, but 
in no case from top unless expressly ordered. Motion, 550 revolutions per minute.

This machine is of same capacity as the No. 2 Ordinary Machine, forty to sixty 
bushels per hour, and is intended for mills where close scouring is desired, is very 
strongly built, and has one third more scouring surface than the Ordinary Machine, 

- and with our new improved steel scouring case is the most perfect scourer now in 
usc. We can, if desired, build this machine with the double separator and shoe 
attached; and where there is room for a machine of this form and build, and 
parties wish as much separating and cleaning done with one machine as possible, 
in addition to close scouring, should by all means advise this arrangement. When 
the single separator only is used on this machine after the scourer, the separating 
leg is made very large and wide. The double separator can also be used when the 
shoe is not required. Parties ordering this size machine should be careful to state 
whether to run with or against the sun, to drive from bottom or top, double or 
single separator, and whether to have the shoe attached.

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The capacity of this machine is one hundred to one hundred and twenty-five 
bushels per hour, and is particularly adapted to large merchant mills where a 
superior grade of flour is desired. The great length of the scouring case, and the 
very strong and durable manner in which it is built, renders it the most desirable 
wheat cleaning machine for the class of mills here spoken of, that is now built in 
the world. This size and style of machine was originally designed to have but one 
separator, and that after the scourer; but we now build them, if desired, with two, 
one before as well as one after the scourer. Parties in ordering should state partic- 
ularly whether to be driven from bottom or top, and whether to be run with or 
against the sun.

ist. The scourer used in the Eureka is constructed of the best imported 
cast sheet steel, manufactured and rolled expressly for our use. The scouring 
js done on an entire smooth surface, and by“direct action on the grain, thor- 
oughly scours and polishes the berry without waste, and at the same time 
retains its scouring qualities until the scouring case is entirely worn out.- As 
the beaters or fan blades of the revolving scouring cylinders are chilled cast- 
iron, they will last for years without preceptible wear, and \vhen the steel case 
is worn out by the severe friction of the grain, can be replaced at a small 
expense. All our machines are so strongly and permanently built, and the 
revolving cylinder so perfectly balanced, that they will, with ordinary care, last 
for years, with the small additional expense of renewing the scouring case, 
once in from three to five or eight years, as the case may be. 

ond. For its entire reliability in cleaning the worst samples of smutty 
wheat; the preliminery or first separator is attached to all the No. 0, 1, 2 
and 3 Ordinary sizes, which removes smut balls, dust, chaff, chess or cheat, 
and light and worthless grains, before the wheat goes to the scourer. As the 
scourer is thoroughly ventilated, supplied by air at the bottom, and discharg- 
ing the smut and dust loosened from the grain during,the process of scouring, 
through the perforations of the scouring case, and the fan at the same time 
drawing a strong .current of air through the revolving cylinder, there is no 
possibility of the grain coming in contact with smut and dust during the 
process of scouring. Most of the so-called close scouring machines that are 
now being urged upon millers are destitute of this important “principle, and 
hence worthless. ; 

3rd. The Eureka, so far as we know, is the only machine that has a perfect 
shoe attachment, and where the machine is the best known is always invaria- 
bly ordered. It requires little or no attention, being’ driven by a belt from 
main shaft of the machine and a spring pitman; it makes no noise, and with 
our improved double screen, takes out more headings, straw joints, rat filth, 
corn and oats, than can possibly be taken out with the rolling screen, while 
the cockle screen takes out cockle, sand, etc., and we earnestly advise all 
persons ordering the No. 0, 1 or 2 machines, to order the shoe in’ all cases, 
even where they have a rolling screen. It is now very seldom that we have 
an order for either of the three sized machines above referred to without the 
shoe, and in nine cases out of ten when machines are so ordered, the shoe is 
afterwards ordered, thereby causing extra expense and trouble. 

The last reason we shall give is that we build, in all réspects, the best 
wheat cleaning machine in the world; this to millers is an important consid 
eration, and cannot well be overlooked.
